POLICE in Newmarket are 
set to start wearing body 
cameras next year. 

Police bosses say the cam¬ 
eras, which will be rolled out 
across Suffolk and Norfolk, 
will improve public trust in 
the force. 

The cameras will be at¬ 
tached to front-line officers’ 
uniforms, and will not be 
permanently recording. 

Members of the public 
will be notified when they 
are being recorded, and the 
cameras will make a beeping 
noise and emit a flashing red 
light when recording is tak¬ 
ing place. 

The cameras will be intro¬ 
duced by a dedicated team 
in a staged roll-out in the 
spring of next year. 

Temporary Assistant Chief 
Constable Mike Fawcett, 
programme lead for body 
cameras, said: “We are al¬ 
ways looking to ways to fur¬ 
ther improve the public’s 
trust in community policing.

Cameras offer greater trans¬ 
parency for those in front of 
the camera as well as behind 
it. 

“Our officers often have 
to work in challenging situ¬ 
ations and the use of body- 
worn video cameras can be 
a valuable tool in support¬ 
ing them whilst building the 
public’s confidence.” 

He said that cameras 
could speed up the process 


of justice. 

Experience of using them 
elsewhere has shown that of¬ 
fenders in domestic violence 
cases are more likely to plead 
guilty when they know they 
have been recorded. 

Suffolk’s Police and Crime 
Commissioner Tim Pass- 
more said: “Anything that 
improves the public’s trust 
and confidence in the con¬ 
stabulary and makes life on 
the streets safer for our po¬ 
lice officers has my full sup¬ 
port.” 

He said he and Chief Con¬ 
stable Gareth Wilson were 
united in their commitment 
to making sure officers have 
the training and equipment 
they need. 

Suffolk police say that 
information about precise 
costings, the number of 
body cameras and which of¬ 
ficers will wear them will be 
made available as the project 
moves forward.

Phone may have led 
to airman’s death 


A US airman may have 
been distracted by his 
mobile phone before los¬ 
ing control of his car and 
dying in a crash, an in¬ 
quest heard. 

Staff Sergeant Hunt¬ 
er Davis, 27, from RAF 
Mildenhall, was involved 
in a collision with two 
oncoming vehicles at Er- 
iswell on the morning of 
June 7. 

An inquest at Bury St 
Edmunds heard how 
three minutes before a 
999 call reporting the

crash, the airman was 
potentially distracted by 
his mobile phone, while 
travelling from Lords 
Walk. 

Assistant Suffolk Coro¬ 
ner Dr Daniel Sharpstone 
said that Staff Sgt Davis’s 
Subaru “exploded” upon 
colliding with a Vauxhall 
car on the B1112, before 
being spun into a Jeep. 


His car went under¬ 
neath the Jeep, as the 
roof of the Subaru was 
peeled off. 

A USAF colleague 
who had been travel¬ 
ling behind the car said 
it was travelling at about 
60mph before the inci¬ 
dent. 

PC Andrew Fossey, po¬ 
lice collision investiga¬ 
tor, concluded that Staff 
Sgt Davis had failed to 
negotiate a bend before 
the collisions, distracted 
by something within the 


vehicle, possibly his mo¬ 
bile phone. 

PC Fossey added that 
it had not been possible 
to examine the airman’s 
phone. 

A post mortem exami¬ 
nation identified that Sgt 
Davis died as a result of 
multiple head, chest and 
abdominal injuries.

POLICE are investigating a 
report that missing airman 
Corrie McKeague might 
have been seen heading to¬ 
wards his base at RAF Hon- 
ington in the early hours of 
September 24. 

The last positive sight¬ 
ing of 23-year-old Corrie, 
who has been missing for 
a month, was at around 
1.15am-1.30am on Septem¬ 
ber 24, buying takeaway 
food at Pizza Mamma Mia 
in St Andrew’s Street North 
in Bury St Edmunds. 

CCTV footage previously 
issued by Suffolk police 
shows him walking off to¬ 
wards Brentgovel Street. 

A man has now come for¬ 
ward to say he was driving 
near the Hollow Road in¬ 
dustrial estate when he saw 
a man in light clothing at the 
back of the beet sugar fac¬ 
tory at around 4.20am. 

Police have also released 
details of a further potential 
witness who officers would 
like to trace in relation to the 
Corrie’s disappearance. 

The force has now said 
that while in the takeaway 
he sat with a group of peo¬ 
ple - the group has not yet 
been traced and officers 
would now like to speak to 
them as witnesses. 

The group included a 
man described as black 
who wore a distinctive black 
T-shirt with ‘Death’, the Ro¬ 
man numerals ‘LXXVffl’ 
and the number ‘78’ in large 
white letters on the rear and 
a white motif on the front. 

He appears to be shorter 
than Corrie, about 5ft lOin 
tall, and had short dark hair.

wards Brentgovel Street on 
his own. 

The force said there is no 
suggestion that there was 
any contact after this but 
that they need to talk to an¬ 
yone who spoke to Corrie in 
the hours before he disap¬ 
peared. 

At this time this group are 
the last known to have been 
in conversation with Corrie. 

Officers are asking the 
group and the man who 
spoke with Corrie to come 
forward as potential wit¬ 
nesses - and also want any¬ 
one with information about 
who they may be to get in 
touch. 

The appeal comes af¬ 
ter Corrie’s mum, Nichola 
Urquhart, told ITV’s Good 
Morning Britain pro¬ 
gramme that she believed 
her son was still alive. 

Corrie’s phone has been 
traced to Barton Mills, but 
despite searches has yet to 
be located. 

Last week, police searched 
an abandoned white van for 
clues in their hunt for Cor¬ 
rie. 

The Transit-type van was 
said to have been aban¬ 
doned for around the same 
period of time that Corrie 
has been missing.

Union hits out 
at police plans 


A POLICE union hit out this 
week at the £575k project to 
move Newmarket’s police of¬ 
ficers into the fire station. 

Suffolk Police and Suffolk 
Fire and Rescue Service have 
announced proposals to re¬ 
locate the town’s existing 
police station, on Vicarage 
Road, to the fire headquar¬ 
ters on Willie Snaith Road. 

Mark Trask, secretary for 
public service union UNI¬ 
SON in Suffolk, said: “There 
wasn’t any public consulta¬ 
tion about this move. If we 
start housing police into the 
fire headquarters, are we 
going to start putting coast¬ 
guards, ambulance and Girl 
Guides together? Maybe 
we’ll start sending firemen 
to police incidents? We’re so 
short on resources. This isn’t 
sensible at all. We’ve closed 
15 out of 18 police stations in 
Suffolk. We now have a po¬ 
lice force detached from the 
public.” 

Funding for the project - 
set to cost around £575,000 
- would be shared between

the two services, but is hoped 
the government would pro¬ 
vide some grant funding. 

Tim Passmore, Suffolk’s 
Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner, claimed last week 
that the plans to develop 
Newmarket fire station will 
help with ‘financial chal¬ 
lenges’. 

Cllr Andy Drummond, 
Mayor of Newmarket, said: 
“When I was a kid the police 
station was a police station. 
It had a little jail in there, a 
magistrates court round the 
corner. If you had a problem 
you’d go to the police station 
and you’d deal with it. There’s 
no visibility at the moment. 
Somebody has probably 
thought we don’t use the sta¬ 
tion the way we used it, so 
it’s got to be a money-saving 
exercise. I can see the logic 
in it but our council will con¬ 
sult on it further at the next 
meeting.” 


Cllr Rachel Hood, said: 
“This isn’t a system we set 
up, and we’re trying to oper¬ 
ate under to get things done. 
But it is a shame that the po¬ 
lice aren’t closer into town.” 

Newmarket Town Council 
will consult on the plans at 
its next public meeting on 
November 7. 

A public consultation on 
the project was taking place 
today at the King Edward 
VII Memorial Hall in New¬ 
market High Street between 
9am-2pm. 

Residents were being in¬ 
vited to view and discuss the 
proposals. 

Mr Passmore said: “The 
public’s view on this ini¬ 
tiative is crucially important 
and I look forward to meet¬ 
ing with the local communi¬ 
ties to hear their views.”

New National Heritage 
Centre open to public 



THE new National Heritage Cen¬ 
tre at Palace House, Newmarket, 
officially opened to the public 
on Monday. 

Chris Garibaldi, director, said: 
“We are delighted to be opening 
the National Horseracing Mu¬ 
seum to the public today. I hope 
that all visitors will be blown 
away with what is exhibited. I 
am hugely grateful and proud 
of the museum team and volun¬ 
teers for producing such spec¬ 
tacular displays.” 

The museum has 12 galleries, 
which comprise objects, paint¬ 
ings, trophies, and silks. 

There are also interactive au¬ 
dio-visual technologies that ex¬ 
plore the history of racehorsing. 

The first gallery is named ‘Un¬ 
der Starters Orders’, where the 
origin of the sport is told. 

One of the oldest trophies in

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the country, the Carlisle Racing 
Bells will be on display. 

The gallery will also explore 
the role Newmarket had on the 
development of racing from the 
17 th century. 

The Royal Connections dis¬ 
play will focus on the 400-year- 
old association of royals with 
racing. 

A computer interactive will 
highlight each monarch’s racing 
connection and objects on loan 
from the Royal Collection. 

Other galleries concentrate on 
the legends of the sport, such as 
Francis Buckle and Fred Archer. 

The Maktoum Gallery of the 
Thoroughbred focuses on the 
science of the sport, featuring a 
life-sized projection of a horse. 


This will display how its 
muscles, skeleton and organs 
work, joined by an image of 
Hyperion, a thoroughbred 
which won £29,500 during 
its 14-year career from 1930. 
The interactive will permit peo¬ 
ple, based on the information, to 
create the ‘perfect racehorse’. 

Past and present racing per¬ 
sonalities will also be talking 
through their racing achieve¬ 
ments, including Claire Balding, 
Dame judi Dench, Bob Cham¬ 
pion and Lester Piggott. 

King’s Yard will focus on be¬ 
hind-the-scenes, where each 
stable will present a unique gal¬ 
lery. 

This will begin with the skel¬ 
eton believed to be Pot- 8 -os, the 
son of Eclipse - an undefeated 
racehorse in the 18th century. 

The skeleton had been care¬ 


fully pieced back together by a 
team at Cambridge University 
over the past year. 

The Weatherbys Gallery will 
give people the chance to name 
a horse on a computer interac¬ 
tive, and choose racing colours. 

The Roberts Veterinary Col¬ 
lection will show pioneering vet 
Professor Edwin fames Roberts’ 
equipment when he performed 
a life-saving operation on Derby 
winner Mill Reef in the 1970s. 

A racehorse simulator is being 
installed and will be ready for 
use from November 1. 

Adult prices are £16.50, con¬ 
cessions are £15.50, children un¬ 
der 16 are £9.50 and children un¬ 
der five are free. There are family 
bundles for £40.

County top of list with 
£340k fines for parents

SUFFOLK is the most prolific 
county in the country for issu¬ 
ing fines to parents when their 
children don’t attend school. 

According to figures released 
in response to a Freedom of 
Information request from law¬ 
yers Simpson Millar, the county 
issued 5,668 fines during the 
2015/16 school year. 

The fines add up to a whop¬ 
ping £340,080 - although they 
were not all paid, as 709 of them 
were withdrawn after being is¬ 
sued. 


The second most prolific 
county was Lancashire, which 
issued 5,654 fines, but didn’t 
withdraw any of them. 

In comparison, Cambridgesh¬ 
ire issued just 748 fines, adding 
up to £44,880. 

The number of fines issued 
by Suffolk is around the same as 
the 5,691 issued by the 27 least 
prolific counties combined. 

A spokesperson for Suffolk 
County Council said that the 
reason for the rise in the num¬ 
ber of fines being issued was 
that schools had told them the 
warning letters they previously 
issued were not effective. 

They said the fines had re¬ 


sulted in a fall in the number 
of pupils classed as persistently 
absent - meaning they have 
missed 15 per cent of school 
sessions. 

This number fell from 4,702 
in 2011/12 to 2,733 over the last 
school year. This is a drop from 
5.58 per cent to 3.21 per cent. 

The spokesperson said: “We 
support schools in reporting 
unauthorised absences and 
these figures reflect that attend¬ 
ance is being enforced in Suf¬ 
folk.” 

She said that the decision to 
issue a fixed penalty notice lay 
with the school and not the lo¬ 
cal authority. 


She continued: “Any money 
from fines collected is ring- 
fenced and re-invested into 
preventing non-attendance. 
The county attendance team 
look at the underlying issues 
for the reasons for lateness or 
non-attendance and will, where 
notified by the school that there 
is an issue, work with the school 
to provide help and support to 
the family to get the child into 
school on time.”

Pensioner pleads for 
council to cut hedge

A DISABLED woman is pleading for 
the council to cut a hedge outside 
her home. 

Forest Heath District Council in¬ 
sists the hedge at the front of the 
home of pensioner Brenda Jones in 
Auerole Walk, Newmarket, is owned 
by her neighbour - and that main¬ 
taining it is their responsibility. 

But great-grandmother Brenda 
says the council has cut the hedge 
most years ever since she moved 
into the property 43 years ago. 

The 72-year-old, who has periph¬ 
eral neuropathy, said: “Eve lived 
here for 43 years and the council has 
always been responsible for cutting 
the hedge. 

“Yes, I might have had to hassle 
them lots to come and do it, but 
they’ve always come out to do it after 
I’ve contacted them enough times. 

“It hasn’t been cut for about three 
years now and I’ve been telling them 
how bad it is. The hedge isn’t my 
neighbour’s responsibility - it never 
has been. 

“I don’t know why the council has 


all of a sudden decided they’re not 
having anything to do with it but it’s 
not on. 

“It’s now so overgrown that it’s af¬ 
fecting everyone who uses the ramp 
and steps outside my home. It’s af¬ 
fecting me on my mobility scooter, 
mums with pushchairs and cyclists.” 

Brenda, who has six grandchildren 


and three great-grandchildren, said: 
“If I could afford to get someone in 
to cut the hedge myself I would.” 

A spokeswoman for Forest Heath 
District Council said: “The only 
hedge in the vicinity is opposite this 
lady’s property and is owned by the 
neighbour. 

“We haven’t instructed our con¬ 


tractors to include this hedge in 
their schedule. It may be that in the 
past they have included it in the 
course of their duties. 

“However, as it does not come un¬ 
der our programme, we have been 
in touch with the lady and suggested 
she speaks to the owner about her 
concerns for its maintenance.”

JUSTICE 


Work to start on 
new justice plan 


WORK is set to begin on 
plans for alternative access 
to justice after the closure 
of Bury St Edmunds Magis¬ 
trates’ Court. 

Suffolk’s Police and Crime 
Commissioner Tim Pass- 
more told the News that the 
county’s criminal justice 
board would begin work 
on detailed plans when it 
meets next month. 

Criminal cases from the 
west of the county are now 
being held in Ipswich - an 
80-mile round trip for New¬ 
market residents. 

Mr Passmore and Suffolk 
MPs Jo Churchill and Peter 
Aldous travelled to London 
last Thursday to discuss the 
closure of the courthouses 
in Bury St Edmunds and 
Lowestoft with new courts 
minister Sir Oliver Heald. 

Mr Passmore said: 
“There’s no doubt that Sir 
Oliver Heald got the mes¬ 
sage from Suffolk very force¬ 
fully that we are not terribly 
happy at the moment.” 

But he said that the meet-

ing was positive and the 
minister supported explor¬ 
ing alternative ways to pro¬ 
vide access to justice. 

He continued: “We were 
reassured that the minister 
is looking for solutions and 
it would appear that actu¬ 
ally they are trying out all 
sorts of things all over the 
country.” 

He said Sir Oliver told 
them that he was hoping to 
have new systems for justice 
up and running in Suffolk 
within a year, 

This means that by Octo¬ 
ber 2017 systems should be 
in place to allow West Suf¬ 
folk residents to access jus¬ 
tice in nearer locations than 
Ipswich. 

But until then - with the 
exception of vulnerable vic¬ 
tims and witnesses using 
a video link at Bury St Ed¬ 
munds - West Suffolk resi¬ 
dents will have to travel to 


Ipswich to go to court. 

Mr Passmore had called, 
unsuccessfully, for a six- 
month stay of execution on 
the closure of the Bury St 
Edmunds court. 

He said the county’s crim¬ 
inal justice board will now 
develop detailed plans for 
alternative arrangements, 
which could include hold¬ 
ing hearings in public build¬ 
ings such as police stations 
as well as using more tech¬ 
nology like video links. 

The board includes repre¬ 
sentatives from the police, 
the courts and tribunals 
service, the prison and pro¬ 
bation services, the crown 
prosecution service, victim 
support and more. 

Once the proposals are 
put together the public will 
have a chance have their 
say.

Traditional start 
for sake brewery

A JAPANESE Shinto ceremo¬ 
ny will take place at Ford- 
ham Abbey this Friday to 
celebrate the construction 
of the UK’s first sake rice 
wine brewery. 

The Jichinsai ceremony, 
which is a traditional part of 
Japanese culture, is believed 
to purify the ground of a 
building site prior to the lay¬ 
ing of foundations. 

Guests at the ceremony on 
Friday morning will include 
the new Japanese Ambassa¬ 
dor to the UK, Mr Koji Tsu- 
ruoka and MP Fucy Frazer. 

The brewery will be built 
within the historic grounds 
of Fordham Abbey’s Geor¬ 
gian manor house, where 
there are also plans for an 
education and visitor cen¬ 
tre. 

It was announced on 
Monday that local company, 
Patrick Doyle Contractors, 
has been awarded the con¬ 


tract for the build. 

Mr Yoshihide Hashimoto, 
owner of the Dojima Sake 
Brewery UK & Co said: “It 
was always our intention to 
use a local contractor for the 
build so we are very happy 
to be working with Patrick 
Doyle Contractors and are 
very excited to see the work 
commence.” 

Finance director, Mark 
Doyle, added: “To be work¬ 
ing on such a prestigious 
project is an honour, but 
importantly it is in our lo¬ 
cal area, so we can use lo¬ 
cal companies and local 
people and bring to life the 
Hashimoto family’s prior¬ 
ity of investing in the local 
economy.” 

The Grade II listed, 200- 
acre Fordham estate near 
Newmarket was bought 
by the Hasimoto family in 
March last year at a cost of 
£3.5m. 

Now building work is set 
to commence after the de¬ 
velopment was given the 
green light by East Cam¬ 


bridgeshire District Council, 
after almost nine months of 
preparation. 

Scheduled to open next 
summer, the £8.9m the Do¬ 
jima Sake Brewery will be 
the first of its kind in the UK 
and is set to create around 
100 jobs in its first five years. 

The site was selected by 
the company after UK Trade 
and Investment (UKTI), and 
the Japanese Government, 
helped to establish the com¬ 
pany and identify potential 
sites. 

Fucy Frazer said: “The 
Dojima Sake Brewery’s de¬ 
cision to open its first UK 
branch in Fordham is an en¬ 
dorsement of our region. 

“I am delighted that the 
Department for Interna¬ 
tional Trade has highlighted 
Cambridgeshire as an area 
to invest in by directing the 
company to their Fordham 
site, and I look forward to 
the opportunities it will 
bring to the area.”

TRAINER William Haggas is 
not ruling out a tilt at the 2000 
Guineas at Newmarket with his 
Racing Post Trophy hero Rivet.

Post-race connections ap¬

2,000 Guineas and the French 
equivalent as alternatives. 

However, Haggas feels it 
would be foolish to make any 
hasty decisions. 

“We didn’t think we saw 
the best of him at Newmarket 
and he rectified that,” said the 
Somerville Fodge handler. 

“My initial reaction was not to 
go back to Newmarket, but we’ll 
see. He’ll probably get an entry 
and we’ve got a lot of time to 
think about it. 

“The Guineas is the Guin¬ 
eas and as an Englishman, the 
English Guineas is much more 


attractive than the French or the 
Irish. 

“I’ve no idea whether he 
would need a run beforehand. I 
haven’t got that far yet.” 

Rivet carries the colours of 
the Starship Partnership, which 
is made up of legendary jockey 
Fester Piggott and leading owners 
John Magnier and Michael Tabor. 

Magnier and Tabor already 
have red-hot favourite Church¬ 
ill and the exciting Caravaggio 
in contention for the Guineas at 
Newmarket, among others, and 
Haggas admits they are likely to 
have a big say in which direction 
Rivet takes. 

“A lot will depend on what the 
owners want to do,” the trainer 
added.
